It is 
hoped that these can be repaired during the summer 
holidays. The teacher reports the roof is leaking 
badly in several spots, A new door is needed for the 
boys’ toilet as well as minor repairs to the building. 
No toilet paper was in evidence the day of this visit. 


The outside of the building needs 
repainting badly. If it is let go much longer it will 
be very costly when the job is undertaken, The fence 
needs mending in several places. The water does not 
appear or taste very good. Both wells should be tested 
and the better one used. TI note that the seats are not 


fastened as a result of concerts in the school. It would 
be well to fasten the seats on strips, about three sests 


to a strip. They could then be moved wherever desired 
and very easily.

salaries have made payments direct for certain supplies 
and services and have not been reimbursed because Mr, 
Baxter will not forward the necessary vouchers for the De- 
partment to make payment, In the meantime the teachers 
have been asked to obtain receipts for the payments they 
have made and forward them direct to the Department so 
that payment can be made to them. 


At West Bay a wodshed is needed, They have no 
well 
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well, shutters are required for the windows, as the school 
was broken into both last summer and this summer, The 


grounds have to be levelled and prepared for gardening 


operations, as the teacher has taken two courses at the 


Ontario Agricultural College and wishes to give particular 
attention to this. 

At Sheshegwaning the teacher paid for wood in 
the latter part of the winter and has not been reimbursed, 
Also an Indian named Wilson Samson did small jobs around
